N ew Y ork, Sept. 32.—F. B. Thurber, 
leader of the Anti-Monopolist league of this 
state,said to the senate committee on labor and 
education th a t the condition of labor was a t­ 
tributable to monopoly of various kinds. The 
utilizations of steam and electricity had de­ 
velope*! 
corporate 
organization 
trem en­ 
dously, and the present m ultiplication of 
machinery. 
These were 
not inimical to 
labor in themselves, and had in fact conferred 
great benefit on hum anity; but their develop­ 
m ent hail not been properly regulated. There 
were other monopolies which were causes of 
the difficulty. 
Land and transportation mo­ 
nopolies, for instance. 
He referred to the 
use of money by corporations to influence 
legislation, and said it was impossible to pun­ 
ish them for it. 
Speaking of watered stock, 
be said the New York Central was paying in­ 
terest to tho am ount of nearly four millions 
per annum on water, and thought that if the 
state owned the railways in would not w ater 
stock, discrim inate in favor of persons and 
places, 
corrupt 
elections 
aud 
debauch 
withdrew I judges. 
Thurber said one of the greatest difficulties 
with which reform ers had to deal was the 
new representatives in congress and in state 
legislatures in the pay of railroad and other 
corporations. 
In the last congress, he as­ 
serter}, there were 264 lawyers, a m ajority of 
whom were retained by corporations, or 
were directly or indirectly influenced by 
others in the legislature in the interest of 
corporations. 
Thurber explained th at he did not mean 
that these legislators whom he had mentioned 
directly promoted legislation in the interest 
of corporations, but when there was a con­ 
flict of interest between corporations and the 
people they would have a tendency to take 
sides with the former.

W ashington City, Sept. 22.—To supply 
certain omissions in the order recently issue* I 
by the postmaster general forbidding the de­ 
livery of registered letters to M. A. Dauphin, 
it has been amended so as to read as follows: 
“ In pursuance of the finding of Tosmaster 
General Key, which finding rem ains in full 
force, it is ordered th at a1* postmasters be, 
and tbev are hereby, forbidden to pay money 
orders draw-u to the order of M. A. Dauphin, 
and they are hereby directed to inform the 
rem itters of said postal money orders that the 
jwyrnent 
thereof 
has 
lieen 
forbidden, 
and that such money orders will be returned 
on the presentation of 
duplicate orders 
applied for and obtained under the regula­ 
tions of tho departm ent. 
Ail postmasters 
are also fin bidden to deliver registered let­ 
ters arriving a t their offices directed to said 
M. A Dauphin, and are instructed to return 
all such registered letters to the postmasters 
ut the post offices at which they were orig! 
nally mailed, with the word “ Fraudulent" 
plainly w ritten or stamped on tho outside of 
.-aid letters.

organization 
tremen­ 
dously, and the present multiplication of 
machinery. 
These were 
not inimical to 
labor in themselves, and had in fact conferred 
great benefit on hum anity; but their develop­ 
ment had not been properly regulated. There 
were other monopolies which were causes of 
the difficulty. 
Land and transportation mo­ 
nopolies, for instance. 
He referred to the 
use of money by corporations to influence 
legislation, aud said it was impossible to pun­ 
ish them for it. 
Speaking of watered stock, 
he said the New York Central was paying in­ 
terest to tho amount of nearly four millions 
per annum on water, and thought that if the 
state owned the railways in would not water 
stock, discriminate in favor of persons and 
places,

Thurber said one of the greatest difficultly 
with which reformers had to deal was the 
new representatives iu congress and in state 
legislatures in the pay of railroad and other 
corporations. 
In the last congress, he as­ 
serted, there were 264 lawyers, a majority of 
whom were retained by corporations, or 
were directly or indirectly inffuemt-d by 
others in the legislature in the interest of 
corporations. 
Thurber explained that he did not mean 
that these legislators whom he had mentioned 
directly promoted legislation in the intere.-t 
of corporations, but when there was a con­ 
flict of interest between corporations and the 
people they would have a tendency to take 
sides with the former.
